AS comets have lately more frequently made their appearavce 
than in former times; for, in the ſmall ſpace of eighteen 


months laſt paſt, we have been viſited with no leſs than four; and 


we had a very conſpicuous one, about the gth, roth, x 1th, and 12th 
of January laſt, near to the planet Saturn in the £gn of Leo; and 
as comets have always been reckoned the harbingers of good or evil 
to mankind; I will tell you what followed one that appeared in Leo 


(as this we are ſpeaking of did) in the year 1444. Pretorius and 


Rochenbachius are my authors, who relate, that, about Midſum- 
mer in that year, a comet appeared in Leo; and, ſoon after, the 
King of Hungary, with a great multitude of Chriſtians, was ſlain 
in a battle with the Turks. The King of France and the Helve- 


— 


tians fell out, and tumults happened in England. Amurath, the Turk 


iſh Emperor, being diſtreſſed by the King of Hungary, (who had, 


by the perſuaſion of Cardinal Julian, violated his covenant with 
Amurath) prayed to God for aſſiſtance, and yowed, that, if God 


would give him the victory, he would betake himſelf to a monaſtery ; 


which, after the victory, he accordingly performed, and reſigned his 


Crown to another, which occaſioned great commotions in the Turk- 


11h empire, together with the burning of Adrianople. The next 
year, a terrible inundation of water fell out in the Netherlands; ſo 
as that above an hundred thouſand perſons loſt their lives in this oala- 


mitous flood, beſides an infinite number of cattle,

A. D. 1450, a comet appeared, a little after ſunſet, in the form 
of a ſword, moving from the weſt towards the eaſt, the moon being 
at the full. The comet is reported to have cauſed the ſun to ſuffer 
an eclipſe (I do not remember that I have read the like of any other;) 
which did not a little aftoniſh the Turks. The remarkable events that 
followed were theſe : The Turkiſh Emperor died; the Eaſtern parts 
flamed with war; Conſtantinople was taken by the Infidels ; and, 
the empire was imbroiled with civil diſcords. Jack Cade's mad re- 
bellion in England alſo happened in that year, wherein ſeveral of the 
Nobility were murdered ; and the French, taking the advantage of 
the troubles in England, ſeized upon all the Engliſty territories in 
France, leaving nothing to the Engliſh, Calais excepted. This 
year, Naples was liikewiſe ſkaken with an earthquake; and thirty 
thouſand perſons were deſtroyed by it, in places adjacent. | 


In the year 14.56, a comet appeared in Cancer, and another in 
Leo, extending itſelf over two of the celeſtial ſigns (that is, 60 de- 
grees.) This blazing ſtar was attended with a direful earthquake 
in Italy, by means whereof thirty thouſand loſt their lives; a great 
E alſo and a bloody war between the Turks and Hungarians. The 


brave Prince of Tranſilvania, Huniades, after he had deſtroyed two : 
hundred Turkiſh ſhips, and, in one battle, flain 40 thouſand of them, : 

_ departed this life; and the young King of Hungary died ſuddenly n 
tlie day appointed for his marriage. One of Huniades's ſons, being 5 
then a priſoner, and expecting the ſentence of death, was ſet at liber- 5 
ty, and choſen King; ſo that there was a ſudden alteration, nay, a j 
very amazing change in thoſe affairs. Scanderbeg's wars, and the 1 
great commetions cauſed thereby, were about this time; and, in the By 
year 1460, a notable comet was ſeen, when the King of France and E 


. the King of Scotland were taken out of the world. Cracovia was 
Jaid waſte with fire and ſword. In England, the Duke of York, 
aſpiring to the Throne, headed an army, deſigning to depoſe the 
King, but was ſlain himſelf ; and, his ſon, the Earl of March,

This year many t Perſonages 


died in England, Sir Richard Baker affirms; and alſo many famous 


for learning in other countries. Ireland blazed with Tyrone's re- 


dellion; nor could that flame be extinguiſhed, without the effuſion 


of much Engliſh blood. An inundation of the river Tyber 


drowned fifteen hundred perſons in Rome; and the city received 


great and ineſtimable damage thereby. | 
From what has been ſaid we may rationally conclude, that all the 


wiſe men, who lived in former ages, were not altogether miſtaken, 


when they believed that comets were forerunners of important and 
commonly miſerable events haſtening upon the world. Judicious 
Zanchy (as well as Mede) conceives, that by the pillars of ſmoke 


ſpoken of in the prophecy of Joel, as portentous of the amazing and 


terrible things which were coming upon the Jewiſh nation, blazing 


| ſtars were intended; he obſerves, that, when he lived at Straſburg, 


there was a comet ſeen ; upon which, the death of ſome great Perſo- 


nages, and civil wars in France, enſued; and he adds, that, if 
we read and take notice of hiſtories, we ſhall find, that this has been 
the caſe ever ſince the world began; that comets have never appeared, 


but, ſoon after, miſerable wars, mortal diſeaſes, &c. have followed; 
ſo that they are preachers of divine wrath, and the conſequences of 
them prove fatal to ſome nation or other; on which account, all 
ought to walk with an holy fear of the infinite Majeſty of the Al- 
mighty avho doth avbatſoewer be pleaſeth in heaven and earth, in 


the ſea and in all deep places. He, accordingly, caules ſuch tokens 


to appear m the heavens, when it ſeemeth good unto him; and, 


whereas droughts, caterpillars, tempeſts, inundations, and diſeaſes are 
frequently known to follow upon the app*arances of ſuch phæno- 
mena's, I ſee no ſufficient reaſon why we thould net ſuppoſe them to 


be not only ſigns, but cauſes thereof, and, perhaps, of earthquakes 
alſo. Doubtleſs, the true planets and fixed ſtars have a natural in- 


fluence over ſuch things, though the manner of their operation is not 


to be deſcribed by ſuch weak mortals as we are; which is exprefsly 


aſſerted in the Holy Scriptures, as in Gen i. 14. Deut. xxxitl. 


13, 14. Judg. v. 20. Job xxxviii. 31, 32, 33- and many other 


places which I could quote to the ſame purpoſe ; and therefore it is 


not impoſſible but that comets may have the like natural influence, ef- 
pecially when they are near to the ſun ; and that therefore the blaze 

proceeding from them reaches the earth, tho' in a manner not to be 
diſcerned by our feeble powers. The ligi't which the moon receiveth 
from the (un hath a phyſical and wonderful influence upon the — ; 
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and the blazing beams, which flame through a cometical body, may 


produce the ſame effect. As to the effects of theſe natural operations, 


they are various ; droughts in one place; inundations in another; 
in another earthquakes, &c. according to the occult qualities 


which are in the ſubjects of their influence, I ſhall therefore con- 
elude this diſcourſe with the appoſite and celebrated expreſſions of that 
famous poet Joſhua Silveſter, in his tranſlation of Duhartas, page 
| 24 3 who ſpeaks of comets in the following terms: | A 


There, wich long bloody hair, a blazing ſtar 


Threatens the world with famine, plague, and war; 
To Princes death, to kingdoms many croſſes, |

and many kingdoms and countries, both in Europe and Aſia, will 


be much inclined to diſſenſion, ftrife, and diſcord ; and, as Haly ob- 
ſerves, men ſhall be troubled with hot and dry diſeaſes, and Kings 
ſhall diſagree and go to war one with another. I have fo far pro- 
ceeded, according to the nature of ſecond cauſes ; but I pray to God, 
who is the primary cauſe of all natural events that he will, of his in- 
finite goodneſs, tranſmit the dire effects of this impending ſtorm to 
the remote parts of the earth, and bleſs and preſerve his ſacred Ma- 


jeſty, and all his dominions in peace, unity, and concord, I ſhall 


cloſe my obſervations with the few following lines:
